light, finally resolv ing itself into one 
huge yellow fellow that mov ed like a

Bodulnm to and fro and then stopped, 
touched it gently w ith a switcli 
1 held, 
wherenpon it deliberately began to 
•w ing its huge body, im parting to the 
entire web a v ibratory motion which 
increased in rapidity until the body of 
the spider began to grow fainter, and 
in a few moments became inv isible. 
It 
was all v ery simple when nnderstood. 
The spider when alarmed began to 
■wing, gradually increasing the motion 
until it disappeared or could not be fol­ 
lowed by the eye. 
Thinking the caitt^ 
m ight be exoeptional,

▲t fir« t the spider paid me scant atten­ 
tion, then 
1 saw a slight conv ulsiv e 
mov ement of its legs as it imparted the 
first long swing to its liammocklike 
web that put this wonderful life sav ing 
dev ice, for this it was, in motion.

was the spider’s defense and protection 
\ from enemies. 
Certain 
birds 
undoubtedly preyed 
upon the spiders, and this faculty of 
mysteriously disappearing had on more 
than one occasion serv ed it well. 
1 
could easily imagine the astouisliment 
of the bird when darting down to seize 
the plump and showy spider to find that 
it had slipped away. 
There was much in this street of yel­ 
low spiders to distract the mind from 
the intense heat th at poured down from 
the almost v ertical sou. 
In the middle 
of the path, beyond 
a turn, grew a 
« lump of cactus, w ith here and there a 
ripe fruit rich in the purple of full m a­ 
turity—a brilliant contrast to the green 
lea v es. As 1 stood watching the herm it

big cedar, was the exact tint of the i 
leav es and defied detection until acci­ 
dentally brushed off.

Once, in atteaiptiag to force ray way 
through the thick bay cedar under brush 
of one of th** smaller and outer keys of 
the Florida reef I suddenly broke into 
an opening which bad the appearance 
of a narrow’ street or trail. 
The brush 
was six or eight feet in height and re­ 
markably thic k, and the heat was intol­ 
erable. The branches and leaves which 
were interlaced formed a perfect net 
work and gave shelter to innumerable 
crabs, which had taken possession of 
old birds’ nests, while under foot the 
eggs and newly hatched terns almost 
covered the ground. 
Once iii the ope ning or street it was 
fonnd to be about seven feet across, 
winding away out of sight, but my way 
was blocked by several curious obsta­ 
cles—a succession of webs stretched 
vertically across the pathway at inter­ 
vals of five or six feet. 
They were of 
extraordinary strength and were thrown 
out and poised in a marvelous manner. 
In the center of each of these silken bar 
liers clung a huge yellow spider, so ug­ 
ly and conspicuous that I stopped be­ 
fore the first doubting the evidence of 
my eyes, aud as I looked the first yel­ 
low spider of the series disappeared. 
There was no doubt about it. 
At first 
■o striking and gaudy, it slowly faded 
away, and through the web I could see 
other yellow spiders beyond, suggest­ 
ing that it was no illusion. 
While I Mood wondering iii the hot 
•un the spider solved the mystery by 
appearing again, first dimly, then like 
many spiders quivering in the strong 
light, finally resolving itself into one 
huge yellow fellow that moved like a 
r 
n min I mn to and fro aud then stopped, 
touched it gently with a switch I held, 
whereupon it deliberately began to 
•wing its huge body, imparting to the 
entire web a vibratory motion which 
increased in rapidity until the body of 
the spider began to grow fainter, aud 
in a few m o m e n ts became invisible. 
It 
was all very simple when understood. 
The spider when alarmed began to 
■wing, gradually increasing the motion 
until it disappeared or could not be fol­ 
lowed by the eye. 
Thinking the case 
m ight be exceptional, I again touch* I 
the spider, and again it literally swung 
itself out of sight. 
Crawling beneath the web, I con­ 
fronted the next spider, which also was 
yellow or saffron in color, with black, 
velvetlike markings, hanging in the 
■nu like a great topaz, its web dotted 
with the remains of many feasts—emp­ 
ty skeletons of insects, bits of pearly fish 
Scales, perhaps dropped by some pass­ 
ing bird, a delicate feather and a mot­ 
ley array of flies and other insect folk. 
At first the spider paid me scant atten­ 
tion, then I saw a slight convulsive 
movement of its legs as it imparted the 
first long swing to its hammocklike 
web that put this wonderful life saving 
device, for this it was, in motion. 
It 
was the snjder’s defense aud protection 
from enemies. 
Certain 
birds 
undoubtedly preyed 
upon the spiders, and this faculty of 
mysteriously disappearing had on more 
than one occasion served it well. I 
could easily imagine the astonishment 
of the bird when darting down to seize 
the plump and showy spider to find thai 
it had slipped away. 
There was much in this street of yel­ 
low spiders to distract the mind from 
the intense heat that poured down from 
the almost vertical sun. 
In the middle 
of the path, beyond a turn, grew a 
clump of cactus, with bere and there a 
ripe fruit rich in the purple of full ma­ 
turity—a brilliant contrast to the green 
leaves. As I stood watching the hermit 
crabs dropping from the bushes and 
scurrying away over the sand I thought 
I saw a ripe fruit of the cactus move; 
then, to my amazement, it passed di­ 
rectly out of sight, not after the fash­ 
ion of the spiders, bkt by slipping around 
one of the big leaves. I almost expected 
to see the others follow it, hut nothing 
of the kind occurred. 
I walked along 
and placed myself in a position to see 
behind the broad, flat, pear shaped leaf. 
There was the purple object, now mov­ 
ing cautiously around with the evident 
intention of keeping itself out of sight, 
and then I saw that it was a crab, a 
crab with a purple back the exact tint 
of the fruit, while its general shapt 
When the legs were tucked up beneath 
the body, made the crab a mimic of th* 
cactus fruit, a protective resemblance s 
perfect that the crab was safe from 
sharp eyed enemies, aud I should have 
passed it by had it remained quiet, but 
the phenomenon of moving fruit at­ 
tracted my attention aud led to its dis­ 
covery. 
For some distance I followed this 
street of spiders, creeping beneath the 
Webs when I could, and everywhere 
these tricks of nature to protect the de j 
fenceless Wirt! apparent. 
Tho eggs of 
the gulls simulated tho sam! in color; j 
the little mantis, which clung to the 
big cedar, was the exact tint of the 
leaves and defied detection uutil aeei- : 
dentally brushed off. Over all life in 
the secluded spot nature had thrown 
her protecting mantle af mimicry.— I 
Hsw York Post__

Undoubtedly tho most extraordinary 
township in England Is that of Skiddaw, 
iii Cumhctluud. 
It contains but one 
house, the occupier of which is unable 
to exercise the Briton's privilege of vot­ 
ing because there is no overseer to pre- 
pan a voters’ list and no church oi oth­ 
er place of worship or assembly on 
which to publish one. 
The most remote village in England 
is that <*f Furl* y-co in-Pit ton. This tru­ 
ly rural spot is HO.1# miles from the 
nearest railway station. 
As a contrast 
to this may be mentioned the hamlet of 
Ystrud, about IO miles from Cardiff. 
This fuiy settlement possesses two im ­ 
portant ma in roads, two railways and 
two laige rivers. 
A very unique feature is exclusively 
claimed by Trimlcy, a small village in 
Suffolk. 
Iii the one churchyard of the 
parish two church** are to be seen. Serv­ 
ice is conducted three times a week in 
each of tin se churches at the same hour. 
The deepest well in England is found 
at Hamilton, in Hampshire. It stretch­ 
es 850 feet below tile surface of the 
earth. 
About half way down this well 
shaft is a subway, three miles iii length, 
which leads to the seacoast. 
On th** top of the parish church tow­ 
er in Biokuoller, Somersetshire, is a 
yew tree, uow five feet high and still 
growing iii a hardy fashion. It is gen­ 
erally believed that the tree owe* its 
or iglu to a seed dropped by a bird. 
Perhaps the moat splendidly deco­ 
rated church in the kingdom is that of 
Whitley Court, Worcestershire. It is en 
tirely constructed of white marble, the 
pews are chastely carved, and the pul­ 
pit is of genuine Carrara marble, richly 
paneled with precious stones. 
On the village green at Meriden, In 
Warwickshire, there is a large stone 
cross which is supposed to mark the 
central point of England.—Pearson’*

to 
become Tennessee. 
Virginia once 
seemed old aud effete to Kentucky. 
The “ great w est” once lay upon the 
Ohio, bot has since disappeared there, 
overlaid by the changes which have 
carried the conditions of the “ east” to 
the great lakes and beyond. 
There has never yet been a tim e in 
our history when we were w ithout an 
“ east” aud a “ west, ” but the novel day 
when we shall lie w ithout them is now 
in sight. 
As the country grows it w ill 
inevitably grow homogeneous. Popula­ 
tion w ill not henceforth spread, but 
compact, for there is no new land be­ 
tween the seas where the “ w est” can 
find another lodgment. 
The conditions 
which prevail in the ever widening 
“ east” w ill sooner or later cover the 
continent, aud we shall at last be one 
people.

In a defense of his literary methods 
A rthur Morrison, the English novelist, 
w rites in The New Review: 
“ I have been asked, in print, if I 
think th at there is no phase of life 
which the artist may not touch. 
Most 
certainly I think this: more, I know it. 
It is the artist’s privilege to seek his 
m aterial where he thinks well, and it 
is no m an’s privilege to say him nay. 
lf the community has left horrible 
places and horrible lives before his 
eyes, then the fault is that of the com 
m uuity, and to picture these places and 
these lives becomes not merely his priv­ 
ilege, but his duty. 
It was my fate to 
encounter a place in Shoreditch where 
children were born aud reared in cir­ 
cumstances that gave those children no 
reasonable chance of living decent lives, 
where they were born foredamued to a 
crim inal or sem icnm iual career. 
It 
was my experience to learn the w’ays of 
this place, to know its inhabitants, to 
talk w ith them, eat, drink aud work 
w ith them. 
“ For the existence of this place and 
for the evils it engendered the com­ 
m unity was 
responsible, 
aud every 
member of the community was aud is 
responsible in his degree. If I had been 
a rich man, I m ight have attempted to 
discharge my peculiar responsibility in 
one w ay ; if I had been a statesman, I 
m ight have tried another. Being neither 
of these things, but a simple w riter of 
fiction, I endeavored to do my duty by 
w riting a tale w’herein I hoped to bring 
the condition of this place w ithin the 
comprehension of others.

away my eyes and passed by on the 
other s id e / on 
the very respectable 
precedent of the priest and the Levite 
in the parable. ”
